Remains of the Dead Mon- 
arch to Lie in State. 


Emperor Frederick Starts from 
San Remo for Berlin. 


The Imperial Decree Respecting 
National Mourning Gen- 
erally Approved. 


Berlin in Mourning—The Late Emperor's 
Desire for a Funeral Without Pomp—Di- 
vine Services inthe Mertuary Chamber— 
Arrangements for the Reception of the 
New Emperor—Prince Bismarck’s An- 
nouncement in the Bundesrath—The Dy- 
ing Words of Emperor William Respect- 
ing Austria and Russia Reiterated—Spirit 
of the European and Home Press 


BERLIN, March 10.—Regarding the funeral 
and other ceremonies nothing has been set- 
tled yet, as all depends upon the orders of the 
new Emperor. The will will not be opened 
before the Emperor’s arrival here, but it has 
transpired that Emperor William expressed a 
wishthat his funeral should be without any 
pomp. This city presented yesterday, as 
might have been expected, a scene of deep 
mourning; sorrow was depicted on 
every face and the streets, es- 
pecially those near Linden avenue, 
wore a very mournful appearance, heightened 
by dark, rainy weather. ‘‘How is our Em- 
peror?’’ was everybody’s first thought upon 
awakening in the morning. Nobody had any 
idea of how near at hand the end was. There 
were not many persons assembled before the 
palace at 8 o’clock in the morning, but soon 
after that hour they began to stream up. Many 
officers were to be seen among the crowd. 

THE SAD NEWS. 

It was a quarter to 9 when the news was first 
made known tothe crowd by a court servant 
telling it to a friend. At first the news was not 
believed, but when the purple Imperial 
standard on the Palace was seen to be at halt- 
mast, there was no longer room for doubt. 
From this moment the crowd swelled rapidly, 
and in aquarter of an hour a living mass of 
severai thousands stood on Unter den Linden, 
and thousands more came hurrying to the spot 
from all parts of the city. Deep emotion was 
visible on the faces of all, but it was evident 
that the eventhad been long expected, and 
that the people were prepared for it. 

PREPARING FOR THE NEW EMPEROR. 

By and by the crowd had Increased to such 
an extent that it was impossible to move 
either backwards or forwards. Detachments 
of police were sent off to the palace and they 
closed Unter den Linden, and the squares in 
front of the palace to all traffic and to 
pedestrians. On the palace the purple stand- 
ard was fiying at half-mast, but on the 
Crown Prince’s palace there was no flag. 
All at once at 11 o’clock the Imperial standard 
rose slowly. The windows were opened and 
there seemed to be great preparations going 
on forthe reception of the new Emperor. 

THE MOURNING SALUTE. 

The extra editions of the newspapers which 
gave detailed accounts of the Emperor’s last 
hours were rapidly sold and the sbrill cries of 
the news venders made a strange contrast to 
the geberal silence and sadness. A few min- 
utes before 10 o’clock cannon shots were 
heard. It was the mourning salute of the 
army, which rolled like thunder over the 
city, while all the church bells tolled sol- 
emnly. Meanwhile carriage after carriage 
brought different persons of rank, who came 
to offer their condolence to the. unhappy 
Empress. 

SERVICES IN THE MORTUARY CHAMBER. 

Funeral services were held over the remains 
of Emperor William in the Mortuary 
Chamber in the palace last evening. 
The Chamber was. profusely decorated 
with flowers. The dowager Empress Au- 
gusta, the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess of Baden, the Crown Prince 
and Crown Princess of Sweden, 
and other royal personages attended the 
services. The body of the Emperor lay in the 
same position. which the monarch occupied 
when he expired. A crucifix lay on his 
breast and an ivory crogs was in his right hand. 
Chaplain Koegel, in his sermon, alluded tothe 
moment when Empress Augusta held the hand 
of her dying consort. After the service the 
late Emperor’s aide-de-camps, Lieutenant- 
General Von Lehndorff and Lieutenant-Gener- 
al Waldersee, acted as guards of honor at the 
dead monarch’s couch. 

IN STATE IN THE CATHEDRAL. 

The body of the Emperor will remain In the 
Mortuary Chamber until the requeim service 
in the fiAg-room to-day, which will de 
attended by the members of the 
royal family and their suites, Prince Bis- 
marck, Count Von Moltke and the chief 
court officials. The embalming of 
the body will be begun at 1 o’clock. 
Later the body will be taken to the Cathedral, 
where it will lie In state, by Emperor 
Frederick's order, and in accordance with the 
desire of the deceased ruler. The body will 
be clad In the uniform of the First Regiment 
of the Guards, and will be enveloped ina mil- 
itary cloak. The guard of honor will be re- 
lieved every six hours. adjoining the Mortu 
ary Chamber, the Chamberlain of the Palace, 
two jaegers and servants are constantly in 
attendance. 

EMPEROR FKEDERICK’S DECREE. 

The decree of Emperor Frederick in regard 
to the national mourning is universally ap- 
proved. The newspapers say they hope the 
theaters and other places of amusement will, of 
their own accord, observe the first week 
after the Emperor’s death as a period of 
mourning. The municipal authorities will 
wear mourning for six weeks. All the news- 
papers, with the exception of the Volksblatt, 
are published with deep borders of biack. 


in terms similar to those which he used in 
the Reichstag yesterday. He specially con- 
firmed the statements made yesterday 
in regard to the Emperor’s dying 
allusions to Russia and Austria. 
In referring to Emperor Frederick’s accession 
to the throne and the transfer of the Imperial 
dignity connected therewith, Prince Bis- 
marck said that the new Emperor, like his 
late father, would take as bis guiding principle 
the conscientious maintenance of the Consti- 
tution of the Empire and the treaties on which 
itis based, and tnat Emperor Frederick will 
count upon the co-operation of bis allies. 

Herr Von Lerchenfeld expressed to Prince 
Bismarck the condolence of the Bundesrath, 
and asked him to communicate them to Em- 
peror Frederick. 

THE LAST GLASS OF CHAMPAGNE. 

When, during the night before the Emperor 
William's death, he took a glass of cham- 
pagne, Dr. Tiemann asked him if he enjoyed 
it. The Emperor replied that he had often 
enjoyed champagne more. Prince Bismarck 
and Dr. Frieberg yesterday compiled an 
official record of the Emperor’s death. 

THE DEATH CHAMBER, 

The room in which the Emperor died is very 
narrow and contains only the most neces- 
sary furniture, ineluding the iron camp bed- 
stead on which he died, a washstand anda 
small fable. The whole is marked with the 
utmost simplicity. In one corner ot the room 
are the Emperor’s books; at the foot of the 
bedstead isa moveable shelf and a writing 
case. The latter contains all the late Emper- 
or’s orders. 

THE IMPERIAL RETINUE. 

Besides accommodations for the Emperor 
Frederick and Empress Victoria at the Char- 
lottenberg Castle, rooms have been allotted 
te the Countess Perponcher, two aides- 
de-camp, Herr Von Serckendorf and 
Drs. Mackenzie, Hovell and Schroeder. 
Prineess Victoria, Sophia and Margaret will 
reside at the Emperor Frederick’s palace in 
Berlin. Major-General Winterfield and Capt. 
Vitenghof, aides-de-camp of the Emperor 
Frederick, have arrived at Munich. 

SORROWFUL HEARTS. 

The Militaire Wochenbdlatt, in an article on the 
death of the Emperor savs: The army has 
lost its leader in arms, its Commander- in- 
Chief, its exemplar and its best friend. Our 
hearts are sorrowful and our eyes are tearful. 
May God hearthe wishesthe great Emperor 
cherished for his people.“ 

SERVICES AT THE RUSSIAN EMBASSY. 

A fequiem service in honor of the late Em- 
perorm was held at the Russian Embas- 
sy here to- day. Count Schouvaloff, 
the Russian Ambassador, and the 
whole staff of the Embassy were 
present. Yesterday being the Czar’s birth- 
day, the flag on the Embassy was not lowered, 
but to-day it is at halt- mast out of respect to 
the dead Emperor. 

GERMANY’S SORROW. 

The North German Gazette says: The deep 
sorrow in which the death of the Emperor has 
sunk the German nation casts a dark shadow 
not only on our own national feeling, but far 
beyond, on the character of the whole inter- 
national situation. Europe recognized and 
revered the Emperor as a faithful aid and 
powerful protector of international 
peace. Although no honest man can 
doubt that His Majesty’s influence wiil 
live on, unweakened and unchanged, every- 
body feels the wide gap which the disap- 
pearance of his dominating personality leaves 
behind. One thing can be gathered with the 
greatest certainty from the signs of cordial 
sympathy in which the Austro-Hungarian and 
English papers have vied with each other and 
from the still more touching attitude of Italy 
that Germany does not stand alone in her 
sorrow. Weare convinced that the proofs of 
sympathy from abroad will reach even greater 
dimensions.“ 


Frederick III. 


SAN RExo, March 10. —- Emperor Frederick 
III. passed a good night last night. He feels 
extremely well. He drove to the station at9 
o’clock this morning, accompanied by 
Empress Victoria, to take the special train in 
waiting to convey him to Berlin. The largest 
crowd ever seen in San Remo gathered to wit- 
ness his departure. The new Emperor was 
enthusiastically cheered by the crowd, and he 
repeatedly bowed his acknowledgments of 
their greetings. 

OFF FOR BERLIN, 

Emperor Frederick entered the rallway 
carriage without assistance and then 
turned and assisted Empress Victoria 
to enter. The Municipal authorities and a 
number of civilians were onthe platform, 
large crowds surrounded the station and the 
Emperor raised his hat in response to 
their salutations when he reached 
the platform. His hair ts very 
little changed. He looks well, with the 
exception of his complexion, which is some- 
what yellow. He shook hands with the Ger- 
man Consul, the Syndic of San Remo and oth- 
ers. As the train left the station, the Em- 
peror was heartily cheered.

CHANTILLY, France, March 10.—The great 
fight between Sullivan and Mitchell was 
fought to-day on the training grounds of 
Baron Rothschild between this place 
and Criel, and after thirty-nine 
rounds of hard fighting was declared 
a draw. Sullivan was palpably out of condli- 
tion when he entered the ring. Mitchell had 
the best of the fight and would 
have won bad the battle been con- 
tinued. Sullivan was glad enough to call 
the ght a draw. The fight lasted three hours 
and eleven minutes. During the first of the 
fight Sullivan seemed to be the super- 
ior man and in the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth rounds he hammered Mitchell all 
over the ring. Afterwards he fought with no 
particular strength or energy. Mitchell fought 
pluckily and ‘seemed to hold the trumps 
when the mill was declared a 
draw. His backers thought, however, that 
he did not have enough strength to win and, 
after deliberation, agreed with Sullivan’s sup- 
porters to call a draw, and Referee Angle 80 
decided the battle. There is tremendous dis- 
appointment among the American contingent. 


Another Account. 


CHANTILLY, France, March 10.—The 
Mitchell—Sullivan fight took place on the 
grounds of Baron Rothschild, near Criel. 
Sullivan was out of condition when he 
entered the ring, and Mitchell had the 
best of the fight, and his friends assert 
he would have won had the fight been contin- 
ued. The battle lasted a little over three 
hours. Upte the end of the eighth round Sul- 
livan appeared to have the best of the fight,

At the end of the 
fight both men were in poor shape, and 
Mitchell’s. backers finally consented to the 
proposition made by Sullivan’s backers that 
the fight be declared a draw.

Sullivan’s friends are utterly unable to ex- 
plain why he did not do better. Both men’s 
bands were in terrible shape atthe end ofthe 
fight. Mitchell seemed to improve as the 
fight went on. He fought carefully and kept 
out of Bullivan’s reach as much as possible.

LONDON, March 10.—Goschen’s scheme for 
the conversion of the national debt is based 
on sound precedents, notably Gouldbourn’s 
act of 1844, and is likely to be generally ap- 
proved. All the g per cents will be amalga- 
mated to bear interest of 2% per cent for fifteen 
years; afterwards 21, and be irredeemabie for 
twenty years. Notwithstanding the proposal 
is considered rather hard for investors, a 
prominent member of Parliament, who is 
also a banker, predicts that the new stock 
will be immediately quoted at 
par. Another financial question, less 
vast, but involving A principle, 
was also discussed inthe House of Commons 
of yesterday.

THE MOST REMARKABLE RAIN RECORDED 
IN AMERICA. 


Nearly Two Feet of Water in Less Than Two 
Days—A Real Opening of the Heavens—A 
Signal Observer Who Got Scared Into 
Piety—America’s Peculiar Topography 
The Cause of Climatic Changes on This 
Continent—The Weather. 


As the rain was coming down im torrents 
this morning Sergt. Chappel pushed back his 
chair in the Signal Officé and said: ‘‘Thisisa 
pretty steep rain, there’s no mistake about it. 
I call it steep because it comes straight down. 
But I was in a rainstorm at Brownsville, Tex., 
In 1886, that would make this look 
like a  4drizzie. In forty-six hours 
twenty three inches and a half of rain fell, 
over half an inch for every hour. Some- 
times the rain fell at the rate of two 
inches an hour. That little spurt 
we had just now, about 11:20 
o’clock, fell at the rate of 
half an inch an hour, but that volume lasted 
only a minute. Now, think of it, raining four 
times as hard. It is a positive fact that we 

COULDN’T SEE ACROSS THE STREET 
sometimes, just like people in the northern 
blizzards, when the flying snow blinds the 
eyes. When the rain finally ceased the whole 
adjacent country, which is very flat, was 
one vast lake. That was on September 
22, and just one month later I took 


a relief party out from the fort, and in going 
over one of the best roads came to a mud-hole 
eaused by the big rain in which the water 
was even then waist deep. — may of the 
water holes were givén a sup of water 
by that rain that furnished drink lug for the 
cattle the following summer. During those 
forty-six hours 1 was more religious than I 
ever was before or probably since. Not used 
to ſthat climate 1 thought 

second flood, and read the book of 
Genesis through six times and got all the facts 
Icould about the ark. I had just un to 
build an ark of my own for private use in case 
the worst came to the worst, when the clouds 
broke away and the sun came out.

Ifthe Burling - 
ton, however, was able to get through freight 
to Chicago from some Western point and then 
transferred it to be taken East it could not be 
refused. As soon as it came on their tracks it 
became their freight and ceased to be Bur- 
lington freight. It would also be a source of 
revenue to the Pennsylvania roads. The men 
adopted the views of the Superintendents. 


ATTITUDE OF THE WESTERN ROADS. 

A local paper says: The general managers 
ofthe Western roads are considerably exer- 
olsed over the criticisms brought out by the 
1 which they have pursued in reference 

the —— ape strike, and are inclined to 
take issue with current opinion. One of them 
ay, in discussing the matter, said: ‘It 
I represent, and others 
ave considered it for our best interests to dis- 
the interstate. law, but we 
ave adopted the wisest course and one which 
the outcome will justify ue in taking. It was 
right to avert a general strike by any and all 
means. No one has yet measured the full ex- 
tentof suchacalamity. Itis all nonsense to 
that our attitude has embarrassed che Bur- 
ington in the slightest degree. If it is inde- 
ndent of the strikers, as it asserts, any 
ackbone the engineers may get from our 
policy of non-intercourse would have no effect 
upon that company. It would be strengthened 
if tne general strike came off, inasmuch as 
in the final compromise it would participate 
without unbending from its present dignified 
tand. Its troubles would be swamped in the 
at calamity which would be inflicted upon 
fie country. Let us say that a general strike 
would not be declared oft ina moment, and 
that it would ring the death knell of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. There 
would at once be brought about a common un- 
derstanding among the railway managers, and 
ite pith and point would be that no engineer 
would be piaced in charge of a locomotive 
on any line as a Brotherhood man.

for March relate to the distribution and con- 
sumption of wheat and corn, the, stock in 
farmers’ hands, the proportion of merchant- 
able corn ahd average prices regpectively of 
merchantable and unmerchantable. The corn 
crop is the smallest since 1884, and the remain- 


der on farms also the smallest in seven years. 
It is estimated at 508, 000, 000 bu, against 603, 000,- 
000 last year and 798,000,000 two years ago. The 
indicated stock of wheat of 1887 in the hands 
of farmers is 132,000,000 bu, against 122,000,000 
29 er cent of 
26.7 per cent last 
been used in seeding of 
winter wheat 84,000,000, 187,000,000 in eight 
months’ consumption, 61,000, 000 bushels ex- 
ported in wheat and flour, 38, 000, 000 visible 
supply and an unusual quantity of minor 
elevators and mill stocks in course of dis- 
tribution bet ween farm stocks and actual con- 
sumption. 

The report of cotton marketed was complete 
for eight States a month ago but for deferred 
returns from the Carolinas and Texas. The 
apparent proportions forwarded from planta- 
tions on the Ist of February were as follows: 
Virginia, 90 per cent; North Carolina, 94; 
South Carolina, 93; Georgia, 94; Florida, 87; 
Alabama, 92; Mississippi, 90; Louisiana, 89; 
Texas, 94. Arkansas, 90; Tennessee, 89; 
Missouri and Indian Territory, 92. 
The general average is 92 per cent. 
This indicates an increase of 8 or 4 per cent on 
the aggregate or country estimates of the lot 
of October, altnough the February returns of 
estimated product compared with that of 1886 
were nearly identical with the November re- 
turns. This furnishes a further illustration of 
the local tendency to underestimate the pro- 
duction. It was suggested inthe November 
report that it might be assumed that deep- 
rooted and early and well-developed plants 
would produce better than is expected in 
their apparent loss of condition, and that if 
the outcome should surpass this first estimate 
the excess might be due to this cause.

Sales and Transfers To-Day Somewhat Re- 
tarded by the Weather—The Prices Ob- 
tained—Other Real Estate News—Leases 
and Improvements. 


A well-posted real estate agent, who is also 
very familiar with the railway legislation of 
this city, ventures the prediction that people 
in the South End will be astounded some Mon- 
day morning to find that Jay Gould has 
connected the Union Depot with the Iron 
Mountain Road by a double track railway run- 
ning across blocks and streetsto Fourth and 
Chouteau avenue. The great railway mag - 
nate has long since boug ht up all the property 
needed for that purpose, and for some 
time past house wreckers have been tearing 
away old buildings to cleara pathway forthe 
iron horse. It has deen less than a year ago 
since Mr. Gould obtained a valuable conces- 
sionfrom the cityin having all the streets 
now occupied by the Iron Mountain 
tracks between Chouteau avenue and the Ar- 
senal vacated tothe use of the railway com- 
pany, andin consideration of this municipal 
liberality it is claimed that Mr. Gould agreed 
that the temporary injunction now pending in 
behalf of the city to prevent him 


from laying surface tracks betweenthe Iron 
Mountain and Union Depots should stand 
against him perpetually. In this connec- 
tion, it is suggested, however, that 
a flaw bas been discovered in 
formulating the city urdinances 
24 and pertaining to these railroad 
affairs and that Mr. Gould will not be slow in 
taking advantage of any mistakes that may

Review of Financial, Manufacturing, Com- 
mercial and Industrial Circles.

NEw YorK, March 10.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s report some disquiet in trade cir- 
cles at Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis, maha, 
Burlington, St. Joseph, Kansas City and other 
points on the line of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railway and its branches, owing to 
the prolongation and extension of the en- 
gineers’ strike. The reported check to trade 


in any line due to threatened tariff legislation 
does not appear to have occasioned anything 
like the disturbance as yet like the Burlington 
strike has. There has been an increase in the 
volume of traffic at New Orleans, St. Louis. 
Louisville, Chicago and Memphis, but in 
Southern Nebraska, at St. Joseph and 
at Kansas City (in some lines) there is less 
— 5 General trade West, however, is 
rather better thana yearago. The Burling- 
ton strike bas stimulated the movements o 

some lines of goods, while it bas blocked the 
shipments of a good deal of lumber and other 
articles in many directions. The fear that the 
strike may extend to other lines has induced 
jobbers to push sales and shipments of goods 
as rapidly as possible. Dry goods, provisions 

lumber, hardware, groceries and agricultural 
implements are experiencing the most 
demand, but at a few Western 
centers uneoertainty about freight rates 
bas tended to check ordinary distributive op- 
erations. The efforts to adjust rates appear 
likely to be successful soon. 

There has been a tendency to a greater firm- 
ness on time lines at most money centers this 
week. Domestic exchange has not turned 
against New York, but banks at New York, 
Cincinnati, St. Paul, Chicago and Boston are 
all discriminating a little more carefully in 
placing money, and while discount rates are 
not much changed, a period of higher rates is 
anticipated. Fears of the engineers’ strike 
extending made the stock market feverish 
and sensitive, and with the disturb- 
ance in European markets, caused by 
the Emperor’s death, caused depression of 
values, The coal stocks are lower on are- 
duction in anthracite prices. The total of 
bank clearings at thirty-seven cities for the 
week was $914,374,364, an increase of 7 per 
cent compared with last week, and a decrease 
of 9 per cent compared with the like week last 

ear.

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WHAT INGALLS SAID. 


When InGatis took his seat behind a 
pile of papersin the Senate on Friday it 
was understood that he was going to ex- 
plain away or retract his offensive remark 
about Gen. Hancock.

THE WAYS AND MEANS BILL. 

There is reason to apprehend that the 
Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee are making a tactical 
mistake in their efforts to unite their party 
on a scheme of tax reduction. It is now 
announced that, before reporting their 
tariff- reduction bill to the House, they 
will incorporate with it an internal rey- 
enue bill repealing all taxes on tobacco, 
except cigars, cheroots and cigarettes; 
reducing the special tax on manufacturers 
to $3, and on dealers to $1, and repealing 
all special taxes on retailers of liquors and 
manufacturers of stills, but leaving the 
present tax on liquors unchanged. 

This offer of an estimated reduction of 
$25,000,000 of the internalrevenue tax on 
luxuries is made to buy votes for an esti- 
mated reduction of $50,000,000 of the tariff 
tax on necessaries and the raw materials 
of manufacture. It is a big price to pay 
for a reduction that ought to be made on 
itsown merits. It looks like an abandon- 
ment by the party of the President’s stand 
in favor of reducing the taxes on necessa- 
ries first, and on luxuries only when the 
Government has nouse for the tax. In 
nearly every case the tobacco tax is too 
small for division among consumers. The 
removal of the tax will hardly be felt by 
them or by the producers of tobacco. 
Every person who is unwilling to paya 
consumption tax on tobacco can abolish 
it for himself, and this reduction of 925, 
000,000 will only leave room for $25,000,000 
of taxes on necessaries which the masses 
cannot avoid paying. 

Any tax-reduction bill, however, must 
be a hotch-potch of concessions to con- 
flicting views in order to pass, and if this 
one can be passed it.will at least partly 
atone for some grave errors by putting 
tax reduction in progressive motion. But 
the danger is that the committee’s 
concession will be accepted by up- 
holders of trust-tariff— bounties who 
will find a way to secure all 
that is conceded to them without conced- 
ing anything substantial in return. When 
the moonshine whisky and monopoly tariff 
interests are through with it, there may 
be nothing left of this bill but the con- 
cessions in which the committee gave 
away the sharp issue presented by the 
President’s message and left their party 
without a principle tostand on in the con- 
test over the bill, or a tariff plank to 
stand on in the coming campaign. 

It ee ay thus they may conclude 
when itis too late that it would have 
been better tolet tax reduction stand or 


necessaries. The taxes on the former 
have been already reduced until they do 
not meet halfthe charges growing out 8f 
the war. The war tariff on necessarie 
is to-day yielding more revenue and more 
in bounties than it ever yielded before. 
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„n understand very well what voting 
for Gen. Hancock meant,” shrieks Sena- 
tor InGatrs.

FLAYED ALIVE. 


The Punishment Meted Out to a Convict at 
Coal Hill, Ark. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
CLARKSVILLE, Ark., March 10.—The Coroner 
of this county, Buck Blythe, has just returned 
from Coal Hill, where he viewed the body of 
a negro named Charles Willlams, who had 
been beaten to death by Jobn Gaffer, the 
warden of the convict camp at that place. 
Williams was a negro convict, who the 
lessees of the coal mines insisted should per- 


form the herculean tasks assigned him. In 
order to evade the heavy work he hid himself 
in the coal slack that accumulates in the 
mine. After much search he was 
found and the warden administered 
a severe flogging upon his bare back, 
cutting the cuticle from the exposed surface 
in large flakes, and presenting a most revolt- 
ing sight to the jury investigating the partic- 
ulars ofthe horrible deed. Not only was he 
literally flayed alive, but his skull was frac- 
tured and ribs kicked in. In accordance with 
the facts revealed andthe appearance of the 
body, the Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict to 
the effect that his death was due 
to the violent punishment inflicted 
by the warden, Gaffer. Previous to 
the jury’s decision the warden, whose clfar- 
acter is that ofa brutal sot, had fled beyond 
the clutches ofthe law. The Governor will be 
asked to offer a reward for his arrest. The 
employment of convict labor in the coal mines 
at Coal Hill has fur many years been a source 
of annoyance to the citizens of the town, this 
case not being the first instance of excessive 
brutality practiced upon refractory convicts.

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SOON AS A SITE IS SELECTED. 


A Conference of the Monument Committee 
and the Board of Public Improvements— 
Amendments Made te the Sprinkling Bill 
in the House—Comptroller Campbell 
Asks the Assembly to Adopt Some Policy 
in Disposing of Valuable Franchises — 
Municipal Matters. 


At4p. m. next Monday the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Grant Monument Association 
will meet the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements at the City Hall for the pur - 
pose of deciding upon a site for a monument 
of the dead hero, which is now ready to be 
placed in position. The statue is 
9 feet 5 inches high and will be 
placed on a pedestal 9 #£4feet high. 
The Executive Committee has gone about its 
work quietly, attracting but little public at- 
tention recently. Gen. Wm. T. Sherman is 
President of the committee, but as he is now 
living in New York City, Vice-President D. R. 
Francis has requested the Board to meet on 
Monday for the purpose stated. Mr. Geo. H. 
Morgan is Secretary of the committee of 
which Messrs. Nelson Cole, D. P. Grier, 
O. H. Sampson, Anthony Ittner, A. G. 
Peterson, D. M. Frost, W. J. Lemp and 
H. OC. Haarstick are members. The statue was 
modeled by Mr. Robert Bringhurst, who has 
succeeded in preserving excellent proportions 
in all his work. It represents Gen. Grant in a 
military cape and coat, slightly opened, re- 
vealing his uniform. The left hand rests on 
the hilt of his sword, while in his right he 
holds a pair of field-glasses. The face 
is that of the soldier in war 
days, and pronounced to be a wonderful 


likeness by those who knew the facial lines of 
the leader familiarly. The artist’s work is 
said to be exceedingly clever. He has twice 
been represented in the Paris salon, but the 
Grant statue is his greatest undertaking. 

It has not yet been decided where the monu- 
ment will be located. Some of the members 
favor the selection of a site in Forest 
Park. Others are in favor of lendin 
this grand ornament to the centra 
portion of the city and propose thata small 
park be located in the middle of Twelfth 
street at some point between Clark and Wash- 
ington avenues. Some of the members favor 
a still more central location, but there is no 
suitable site on any of the other down town 
streets. The site will be St upon at 
the meeting on Monday afternoon. 


Delayed by Amendments. 


Owing ta the amendments made to the 
sprinkling bill in the Committee on Public Im- 
provements and on the floor of the House of 
Delegates yesterday, the progress of that 


measure has been temporarily checked. In 
the original bill, as passed bythe Council, 
only forty-two sprinkling districts were estab- 
lished. hese included all the territory sup- 
plied with water, and for which con- 
tracts could be let at reasonable rates. 
Delegate Stone, notwithstanding the conclu- 
sions of the Board of Public Improvements 
and the Council, has set ous to extend the 
sprinkling territory. The principal amend- 
ment made last night was the establishment of 
a new district to be known as District No. 43, 
to be bounded on the north by Easton avenue 
from King’s highway to Hamilton avenue; on 
the south by Lindell avenue from King’s high- 
way to Union avenue on the east by King’s 
highway and on the west by Hamilton avenue. 
several other amendments were made, adding 
new streets in the other districts, aud as these 
were not certified to the Council last night the 
bill cannot 2 be passed before next 
Tuesday evening. hould the Council fail to 
concur in the amendments made to the bill in 
the House a longer delay may ensue. 


Giving Away Franchises. 


Last night Comptroller Campbell, replying 
toa question concerning the revenue, gave 
the House of Delegates some valuable in- 
formation concerning tke disposition of fran- 


chises. He said a great deal of trouble had 
arisen and great injustice had been done to 
some corporations in the award of franchises. 
As instances, he said the Citizens’ 
Railroad Company is bound to pay 
the city $10,000 per annum, while 
the Cable & Western pays only $1,000 per an- 
num for a franchise just as valuable. The 
Olive street and the Washington avenue lines, 
under their terms of contract with the city, 
will not pay anything to the city for years to 
come. In granting the franchise to the La- 
clede avenue line the proper plan had been 
followed, viz.: to make the company 
pay to the city A percentage 
on earnings. This, in the opinion of 
the Comptroller would be fair to the city and 
to the company in the case stated worked very 
satisfactorily. With the telephone companies 
an option was given of paying a stated sum 
per pole, or paying a proportion on earnings. 
The latter plan was adopted as more just. 


bly adopt a policy in disposing of franchises 
which should be followed in every case, un- 
less there were extraordinary conditions sur- 
rounding the undertaking, and he said he 
could not now call to mind a case in which the 
rule of a certain percentage on earnings would 
work a hardship. It would leave less room for 
lobbyists to work onif a fixed policy were 
adopted. 


A FORGETFUL FRIEND. 


Peculiar Complication Over the Late Mar- 
shal Couzins’ Society Benefits.

I was not on the galerie of the Versailles Cha- 
teu ben the Princess and soldiers of Ger- 


tary, unwarlike ceremonial, his participation 

im which I witnessed, wis when, in the great 
Dall ot the White Schloss of Berlin, he spoke 
the few simple, earnest words which const! 
tuted the formal Inauguration of the first Par- 
liament of the new German Empire. 

In a campaign Emperor William’s entourage 
was simple even to plainness, I had almost 
sald toshabbiness. His headquarters cortege 
in ite meager utilitarianism, contrasted 
strongly with the elaborate train of luxurious 
carriages and ponderous gaudy fourgons that 
showed Napoleon out of Sedan. His traveling 
carriage was a plain, strongly built landau, 
drawn by four eturdy, useful horses, whose 
postiilions wore plain blue liveries with hats 
covered with oll-skin to protect them in bad 
weather. He seldom had more than one com- 
panion on his journeys in this vehicle, some- 
times Moltke, but more often his favorite aid- 
dé-camp, Count Lehndorff. The royal escort 
consisted of a dozen Hussars, eommanded by 
a lieutenant, and be chose his time of travel 
80 as not to interfere with the march of troops 
long the crowded roads. 

IN HUMBLE QUARTERS. 

There was no fuss about his quarters. As 
often us not be put up in a hotel. Inthe 
Villages around Sedan the house of the cure 
or the plain, enug house of a local merchant 
was quite good enough for him. On the night 
after Gravelotte he slept on a sofa in a 
wretched little pot-house of Rezonville, and 
would have gone supperless to bed but for a 
chance fowl found roosting in the back yard.

DOMESTIC GRIEVANCES SET FORTH IN NEW 
DIVORCE PETITIONS. 


Geo. W. Bailey Sues the Cable Railread 
Company for Damages—A Number of 
Suits Filed in the Circuit Oeurt—The Ver- 
dict in the Freiland Case—Proceedings in 
Probate—Matters of Interest in Litiga- 
tion. 


A petition for divorce was filed to-day in the 
Circuit Court by Walter Cannon against Susan 
O. Cannon. They Were married in July, 1877, 
and they lived together for about ten years. 
Mr. Cannon alleges that his wife subjected 
him to many indignities, rendering his condl- 
tion intolerable. He states that on one 
occasion during his absence from home 
his wife sold out the furniture and left. Upon 
her promise to behave better in future, how- 
ever, he took her back, but things went from 


bad to worse. Mr. Cannon complains that his 
wife made use of shocking language in the 
presence of the children and that she asso- 
ciated with objectionable persons in spite of 
his protests. e specifically charges her with 
undue intimacy in several instances and at 
various times. He asks forthe custody of the 
two children. 


Remar vs. Roman. 


A petition for divorce has been entered in 
the Circuit Court by Mrs, Mary E. Roman 
against August Roman.

Geo. Bailey’s Fiange Grievance. 


A damage suit-for $5,000 was entered to-day 
in the Circuit Court by George W. Bailey, 
attorney ,against the Cable & Western Railroad 
Cempany. Mr. Bailey complains that the 
Company has placed an obstruction at the 
Lucas avenue crossing, consisting of ten feet of 
steel flange projecting above the track. On the 
night of the 28th of January he was hurriedly 
walking along, and atthe crossing his boot 
caught in the flange.

Mr. Howard 
was a director ofthe concern and Mr. Crut- 
singer succeeded to the interest of R. P.

The Gartside Case.

The Campanini Concerts—Jealousy on the 
Stage—Theatrical Notes. 


The pathos of wreck clung to the concert of 
the Campanini Company at Music Hall last 
evening. Despite the enthusiasm and the ap- 
parent delight, there was a deep undercur- 
rent of sympathetic sadness. Gerster is dead.

The concert was the triumph of method. 
The singers were all artistes, and even where 
a voice here and there showed signs of wear 
the selections were sung with such verve, 
spfrit and admirable phrasing and style that 
the result could not fat 
tivating. Campanini 
Dimora’’ from Faust 
first selection with his 
fire and with a fair share of his former voice, 
getting a thoroughly artistic and excellent 
result, and he responded to an enthusiastic 
encore. 

Galassi’s sweet-toned baritone captured the 
audience with an aria, and in response to an 
encore he sang the Toreador song from ‘‘Car- 
men’’ with splendid effect. 

Mme. Scalchi’s magnificent contralto was in 
fine form, and her arla. Ah Se Estento’’ 
(Donna Corria’’), was superbly sung, while 
for an encore she gave a German ballad. 

Among the most delightful features of the 
concert was the violin playing of Mme. Tor- 
ricelli, who opened the programme with de 
Beriot’s Grand Concerto and gave witb charm- 
ing expression and skill, in addition to this 
selection the Rhapsodie Hongroise,’’ aca- 
vatina and other selections. 

During the evening tifere was a duet by 
Gerster and Campanini from ‘‘Lucla’’ and an- 
other from‘‘Semiramide’’ by Gerster and Scal- 
chli, a buffo aria by Corsini, a duet by Corsini 
and Galassi, and other operatic selections by 
other members of the company, all of which 
were warmly received. This afternoon an en- 
tire new programme was given for the mati- 
nee concert.
